ANOTHER EAST ST. LOUIS FIRE. 


The Work of an Incendiary—The Hose 
Cut—Losses. 

East St. Louis had another Jarge fire last 
nigbt, and thistime incendfarism is strongly 
suspected. The works of the Northwestern 
Fertilizing Co., situated about 300 yards west 
of the Beef Canning Works, which burned 
the night before, were last night totally 
destroyed. 

About 11 o’clock last evening a stranger was 
seen skulking about the building, butno at- 
tention was paid tohim until half .an hour 
later, when flames were seen breaking out 
from the building. The locomotive engines 
in the neighbornood began to whistle, ana 
goon the people in the neighborhood . were all 
aroused. C. W. Purnell, night watchman at 
the Stock Yards, first saw the 
firé, and he _ hastily collected a 
gang of =men. The men ran 
out the hose from the Whittaker porkhouse; 
but at the first attempt touse it the hose 
was foundto becut amd slashed in pieces. 
This fact confirmed the theory of incendiar- 
ism. It being impo to obtain any wa- 
ter, the fire was all to run itself and 
burn out at leisurey “Twenty cars which 
were on an  ~“4a@jacent side track 
were pulled away just in time to be saved. 
Superintendent Green, when told of the fire, 
said that he had expected it, and had a warn- 
ing that the building would be burned. He 
told about a mysterious visit from a strange 
man yesterday, but would say nothing about 
the matter. e building, which was a one- 
story structure, was owned by the North- 


western Fertiliz Company, which has its 
headquarters at and Philadeiphia, 


branch. 

The..place had been run about one vear. 
The loss, as estimated by the officers of the 
comypagy, is ax follows: On building, $5,000; 
machinery, $17,000; stock, $53,000; total, $75,- 
000. The bu:iding, stock and machinery were 
insured in Lang-dorfand Goldsmith’s agencies 
for about $30,000.

DISSATISFIED PRISONERS. 


The Jail Becoming Overcrowded and 
the Prisoners Weary of 


Waiting. 


_ — 
— 


The Summer Vacation and Its Hardships 
—Delays in the Law—Criminal 
Courts in Chicago, 


The summer vacation is near at hand and 
the courts will soon adjourn until the arrival 
of cool weather. This is virtually the last 
term of the Criminal Court until next fall, 
aod the prisoners in jail are commencing to 
get excited over their position and are ciam- 
oring for some disposition of their cases. 
The next term of court consists of 
three months—July, August and Sep- 
tember—and it has been heretofore 
customary to adjourn court about July 10th 
until the October term. The general impres- 
sion around the Four Courts is that the same 
course will be pursued this year, despite the 
fact that such a step is hardly advisable, for 
the reason that the jail is now overcrowded, 
and three months’ idleness of the Criminal 
Court will certainly result in filling the jail 
beyond its capacity to accommodate. There are 
to-day confined in the jai!, of both sexes, 230 
prisoners, and of this number not more than 
30 are serving jail sentences, leaving 200 who 
are awaiting the slow process of the conrts. 


Not more than fifty of this number are 
awaiting preliminary examination and the 
action of the grand jury, ieaving some 160 
cases pendingin the Criminal Court. This 
estimate does not include prisoners out on 
bond, nor the gambling ecaser,as all of that 
fraternity, with two exceptions, are out on 
bafi. A PostT- DISPATCH reporter who visited 
the jail to-day found that of 

THE 150 MEN WHO ARE AWAITING TRIAL 
in the Criminal Court, three of them have 
been confined eighteen months, fifteen for six 
months, and over fiftv from four to five 
months, andthe balance from two to five 
montbs. This is an alarming exhibit when it 
is considered that under the constitution of 
the Uuited States every person accused of 
crime is guaranteed a speedy trial. Norefer- 
ence is made in the above to the murderers 
confined in jail and whose terms of imprison- 
ment run all the wav from seven years to six 
months. 

Fully two-thirds of the. prisoners inter- 
viewed by the POoOST-DISPATCH reporter 
stated that they were not only ready fora 
trial but anxious for one. One of the prison- 
ere, Who has been confined nearly a year, 
said: “It is very funny that I cannot secure a 
trial. Lamyresdy and have ali my witnesses 
on hand, but when Igo up stairs to court 
either the State is not ready, or my attorney 
is engaged in some other case and conse- 
quently my case 1s continued until another 
term which means two months more waiting 
in jail.’ 

askin prisoner said: ‘‘Itis the fault of 
the State officers that we are kept so long in 
jail, for, as ageceral thing, all the prisouers 
are anxious to get a speedy trial, bug if the 
attorneys think they can geta larger fee by 
going slow, it is an easy matter for them to 
secure a continuance, and we are the suffer- 
ers, as during the time we are in jail we could 
have served considerable of the sentence im- 
posed.” An 

EXAMINATION OF THE RECORDS 
of the Crimina! Court revealed the fact that 
most of the coutinuances are granted to the 
defendants, but the prisoners say itis not to 
please them, but to suit the convenience of 
their attorneys. 

The crowded condition ofthe jail to-day 
can not be attributed to ar increase of crime, 
for the court records wil! show that crime for 
the past year instead of being on the increase 
is on the wane, and even the inmates of Mur- 
derers’ Ruw are congratulating themselves on 
the fact that there has not been an addition to 
their number since January last. 

On the firstiof December, 1880, tke jail con- 
tained about 115 prisoners, but since that 
time the number has steadily increased 
until it now has reached 
the large number of 230. The 
minimum sentence of the law for the 
average jail casesis two years in the peni- 
tentiary, which by good behavior is shortened 
to eighteen months, and there are a number 
of prisoners in jajl to-day who have been 
there for many months who, if found guilty 
by ajury, will not be awarded more than a 
two-year ‘sentence, 

DURING THE EIGHTY DAYs 
that the Criminal Court will be adjourned 
the new arrivals will average at least three 
prisoners daily, making atotal of 240 new 
prisoners, which, added to the 
number confined, makes a 
total of 480 prisoners that may 
be expected to be confined in jail when the 
fall term of the Criminal Court convenes. As 
the jail only contains 150 cells with two bunks 
to the cell itis going to be a hard matter to 
accommodate this number of prisoners and 
the only way out of the difficulty seems to be 
either to build an addition to the jail or pro- 
long the session of the Criminal Court 
throughout the summer season.

bas not nearly a8 Many prisoners confined in 
jail awaiting trial as this jcity, but then Chi- 
cago has a much better and more summary 
manner of dealing with her law-breakers. 
Che city is divided into three districts, and 
each district is provided with a Police Judge. 
Every person accused of crime has a pre- 
iiminary examination before one of those 
Judges, and tne evidence being deemed suf- 
ficient, the culprit is bound over to the grand 
jury and from thence to the Criminal Court. 
A term of court in that city consists of thirty 
days, and if a prisoner secures a continuance 
until the next term he is again brought up 
for trial in thirty days, whereas in this city 
a continuance until the next term means a 
delay for sixty davs, and prisonersgoing over 
from the present term will hardlv secure 
a trial before October. The five Circuit 
Judges of Chicago are also qualified to sit in 
crimival causes, one of them occupying the 
criminal beuch for certain terms euch year, 
and when necessary to thin out the jiil two 
criminal courts are set in motion, the State 
attorney attending to all the important cases 
in one of the courts, while. his assistants at- 
tend to the lighter cases in the other court. 
Everything ts 80 simplified that it is not an 
unusual occurrence to arrest, indict, try 
and convict a criminal within thirty days.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 18.—Congress- 
man Davis has received telegrams from Chi- 
cago parties urging the defeat of the bill cre- 
ating an abattoir and rendering company and 
prohibiting the sending of fresh meat into 
this district, which it was thought would 
come up to-day. Mr. Davis says that the bill 
is stillin the District Committee and cannot 
probably be reached for some time. 

The President and Secretary ofthe Treas- 
ury went to Harper’s Ferry to-day to exam- 
ine the Government property there formerly 
occupied by the arsenal which John Brown 
captured, and which was burned by the 
rebels during the war.

"AN AIR LINE. 


Project for a Railroad Between Peoria 
and St. Louis. 
Special to the Post-Disvatch. 

CHICAGO, May 18.—Mr. T. W. McNeeley, 
of Petersburg, lilinois, presiaent of the pro- 
posed new road between Peoria and St. Louis, 
has had an extended interview with General 
Manager Cable, of the Rock Island, relative 
to the latter’s rendering substantial aid 
to the building of the former. 
Mr. McNeeley claims the proposed 
road is aimost an air line between 
the two cities, and is twenty-three miles 
shorter than via Jacksonville. It will take in 
the important towus of Petersburg, Carlin- 
vilie and Edwardsville,and o»tain an entrance 
into East St. Louis over the Vandalia, which 
it joins at Cojlinsville. The road goes through 
a productive coal country, and can be built 
economically, there being no grade over thir- 


ty-five feet to the mill. From St. Louis to 
Chicago, via Peoria and the Rock Island, the 
distance is 310 miles, about thirty miles more 
than viathe Alton. Mr. McNeeley is very 
enthusiastic over his project, and already has 
an engineer corps locating the line.

THE INCENDIARY 


Believed to Have Been a Discharged 
Kmploye of the Fertilizing Works. 


A Post-DIsPaTCH reporter made a visit 
to the scene of last night’s conflagration in 
East St. Louis this morning. The freight 
cars which had been saved by 
such manful exertions stood on 
& side track, and not one of them was 
even scurched. The works themselves 


were a mass of ashes. The only person 

about the place when the reporter visited it 

was the young son of Superintendent Green, ‘ 
a bright lad of about eleven years of age. 

Asked as to the whereabouts of his father, 

he stated that Mr. Grsen was in St. Louis, 

whither he had gone to meet Mr. W. Ral- 

ston, of Chicago, the vice-president of the 

concern, Who is known to have left Chicago 

last night for a visit to St. Louis. 

**Has your father any theory concerning the 
origia of the fire?” asked the reporter. 

“Yes, sir, ! think he has. A little over two | 
years ago the company discharged its en- 
xineer. This man bad a most violent temper 
and complained very angrily against being 
turned away. He was a very large and pow- 
erful man, and when he got in a passion 
he was just terrible. Well, af- 
ter be was discharged he came around to 
the officewith a great bigjdouble-barreled pis- 
tol and threatened to shoot everybody tbat 
had anything tode witb his discharge. He 
also threatened to set fire to the buildings 
and the works. My father and other officers 
uf the company were very mueh afraid he 
would «dv just what he threatened 
and finaily they gave him some 
money to leave East St. Louis. He 
took the money and went away.” 

Acung on the clue furnished by young 
Green, the reporter interviewed a number of 
people doing business in the vicinity of the 
Fertilizing Works. Their statements corrob- 
orated those of young Green. One man at 
the National Svock Yards said that the gen- 
eral belief was that the fire of last night was 
the work of this engineer. Another 
man said that this fellow had 
been arrested, but a call at the Kast St. Louis 
Police Station elicited the information that 
such was not the fact.. Mr. Ralston and Mr. 
Green were said to be in conference at some 
hotel in St. Louis, and it was told the re- 
porter that Mr. Green had in his possession 
« number of threatening letters received from 
the engineer recentiy, but a thorough search 
of all the leading hotels of the city failed to 
discover either gentleman.

The Lofton Affair and the Press 
Discussed.

Dr. &. H. Ford’s Peculiar Views of Re- 
porters, Upright Conduct, Broth- 
er Dr. Boyd et al. 


At a prayer meeting held at the Third 
Baptist Church last night, Rev. Dr. 8. H. 
Ford, of the Christian Repository, presided. 
The congregation was bowed down with sor- 
row at Dr. Lofton’s misfortune, and many 
sympathetic speeches were made. 

Dr. Ford arose and is reported in this morn- 
ing’s Globe-Democrat in this way: 

“The doctor then spoke of Satan and said 
thatonly in view ofthe existence of a per- 
sona! devil and his emissaries could such 


things be accounted for. Asthe days were 
shortening and Christ’s ceming was nearer, 
the devil’s power was stronger. Twenty 
years had changed the character of the press. 
It was nowinthe hands of young men, pos- 
sessed of more or less culture, bold, unscru- 
pulous, ambitious. Interviewing was carried 
out on a different plan by young men whe 
were irresponsible, and itis not strange that 
mockery sbould assai!, not art and science 
slone, but morality too; affect society, and 
strike at all that was pure, noble and sacred 
in private character. The only power that 
could meet it was that of Christ and holiness. 
As it was said in Revelation, ‘They overcome 
him by the blood of the Lamb, and by the 
word of their testimony.’ The evil spirits 
acted not throughh mediums and _ tabies 
alone, but in tke lines ef the daily press. He 
thanked God that he had faced the Devil and 
did not fearhim. But ‘Let bim that standeth 
take heed lest he fall.’ After some further 
remarks he bade the bretheren bury their 
sorrow in Christ and trustin Him.’’ 

Shortly before noon to-day an elderly gen- 
tleman, in a high chimrfey-pot hat and rusty 
black clothes, walked into the Post-DIs- 
PpaTcu office. He looked like a man with a 


‘grievance, but he soon unbosomed himself as 


follows: 

“Tam Dr. Ford, and I want to say that I 
have not »een fairly reported in the Globe- 
Democrat this morning. I am made to say 
that the press is nowin the hands of young 
mea, bold and ambitious.’’ 

**Yes,”? 

“The word unscrupulous is put in my 
mouth, too, although I do not remember to 
have usedit. Now, several words have been 
left out which entirely change the meaning of 
what I wanted to convey.

I wished to say that within 
twenty years, in England and in this country, 
this department has fallen into the hands of 
young men—” 

“But that is not so.’

“That isa mistake. In Engiand reporters 
are generally old men of a respectable posi- 
tion and of the beat standing in society. In 
Paris reporters are men who have their car- 
riages. George Augustus Sala, for instance, 
is only a reporter, a special reporter,perhaps, 
but a reporter nevertheless. They have the | 
entree into the best society.” 

“Well, in this country, for instance,” said 
Dr. Ford, abandoning his first ground, 
“W pat my remarks last night 
really were intended to convey was 
tothe effect that the argiis-eyed vigilance of 
the press was such thatmen in public posi- 
tions should walk most carefully and soberly. 
I don’t want you to pitchinto me on a mis- 
understanding.” 

‘*But that is not a good argument.” 

“Why not?” asked Dr. Ford. 

‘“‘Because it amounts to this: Thata man 
should be good, because if he is bad he will 
be found out by reporters and written up.” 

“Well?” 

“Well, that should not be a strict church- 
man’s reason for following the right path. 
Al) the men connected with thisjoffice are 
sober, but they are so because it is wrong to 
be otherwise, and not because they fear being 
written up if they were drunkards.’’ 

‘*Now,”? said Dr. Ford, “lam 63 years of 
age. [ama newspaper man myself, and I 
have been an editor thirty years. I read your 
paper. In fact it is almost the only daily I 
read. I fight with you. When you pitched 
into Dr. Boyd did Inot side with you and 
pitch into him likewise and vigorously?

Herding Wild Geese. 
From the San Francisco Call. 


Various methods have been devised of ex- 
terminating wild geese, without avail, until 
geese-hberding has become a profession as 
distinct as herding or trapping. In the early 
winter the geese appear in the grain counties 
in mvtriade, traveling about in vast flocks 
Their hunger 1s insatiable, and the new wheat 
13 rapidly destroyed. Dr. H. J. Glenn, whove 
ranch in Coiusa county covers most of the 
arabie land in that county, numbering some 
75,000 acres, or nearly twelve’ square miles. 
expends about $10,000 a year in pnerding his 
geese. He recentiy purchased inthis city for 
the present season between $2,000 and $3,000 
worth of cartridges, about 250,000 in number, 
of 44-calibre. He has constantiy in his em- 
ploy while his wheatis growing about forty 
men, all of them mounted and nearly ail 
armed with Henry rifles and field- glasses, 
who patrol his property during the day and 
on al] moonlight nights. 

These men are regularly organized into a 
patrol guard. They discover with their 
giasses tie flocks of geese, which ata dis- 
tance of from 300 to 400 yards look like a 
white blanket spread over the green wheat, 
and thereupon plant a buliet rightin the mid- 
die of the flock. This unexpected visitation 
sets the flock on the wing, and the geese 
herder follows them up, Keeps plantiug bui- 
lets amorg them until they rise to a great 
height, and, disgusted, leave the vicinity. 
Few geese are killetl, the object being to keep 
them on the wing and consequently eff the 
wheat fields. Those that are xilled are car- 
ried off and shorn of their feathers, but the 
revenue from them amounts to little. On 
Dr. Gienn’s ranch about 8,000 cartridges sre 
usedin a dav, which represents about 20,000 
geese daily put to flight. 

Ofteutimes a thick fog blowsin, and this ap- 
pears to be the favorite time for ihe gee-e, 
for they devour the wheat with great energy. 
The herders then, fearful of shooting each 
other, are almost baffled, but when the fog 
rises the flocks are put to flight and for hours 
thereafier the air is tilled with feathers and 
geese, and Glenn’s ranch resounds with the 
clatter of rifles and the frightened cries of the 
persecuted towis. To pay hismen, buy am- 
munition and maintain horses costs Dr. 
Glenn some $10,000 per annum, but it saves 
his wheat, whica yields $10),000, as without 
the geese herders ha!f would be destroyed. 
The berders become very exvert in their busi- 
ness and are generally good shots and capi- 
tal horsemen.

were offered up by members of Mr. LOFTON’S 
congregation in behalf of the troubled pastor, 
and the Rev. Dr. Forp, editor of the Chris- 
tian Repository, delivered an affecting ad- 
dress, which turned upon the annoyances of 
JoB and was supposed to have direct 
bearing on the case of the pastor. He 
took the ground that we were nearing 
the millennium, and that, very natural- 
ly, Satan was bestirring himself in 
the land. He seemedto be of the opinion 
that the devil had taken peculiar charge of 
the press and that he had a great deal to do 
with the recent publication concerning the 
Rev. Mr. LOFTON’S railroad adventure. He 
saidthatin twenty years the character of the

We 
fully agree with the learned Doctor. Let 
every hilarious citizen, whenever about to 
cut acaper,bearin mind that there is a 
strong probability that there is a “‘chiel’’ 


in the neighborhood “takin’ notes.” By re- : 
_membering this the cause of 
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are nearly always making. The press may be 
very loose and licentiousin its way of deal- 
ing with human transactions, but it is the 
most magnificent repressive moral agent in 
this world to-day. More crime, immorality 
and rascaiity is prevented by the fear of ex- 
ali the 
laws, moral and statute, ever devised. There 
isno sin like being found out, and it is 
the united testimony of those who 
have dealings with the courts that 
newspaper publications have more terror 
for wrong-doers than the punitory laws. The 
deterring influence of an active, alert press 
upon the vicious or immoral classes is proba- 
bly greater than church people imagine. It 
is, therefore, unrighteous for ministers of the 
gospel to make unrelenting war on the press 
when a publication happens to be made that 
does not agree with their interests or their 
ideas of propriety. 

In the case of Dr. LOFTON it is not claimed 
that he was misrepresented. He certainly 
nada very serious public adventure. We 
feel most seriously and sincerely sor- 
ry for him. No amount of repressive 
effort could prevent the details from 
reaching the public, and it doubt- 
less prevented gross exaggeration to have 
them served up in the form in which they 
were presented by the newspapers. It 
may be that the Doctor was the victim 
of a cruel conspiracy; his mental con- 
dition may have been such as to render him 
totally irresponsible for his acts; certainly 
his condition is sucn as to entitle him tosym- 
pathy, but we must insist that thisis not the 
proper time for his friendsto begin a war on 
the press. First let him be dealt with pre- 
cisely as other men are dealt with who fal 
into error or sin through the weakness com- 
mon to all. The worid is full of forgiveness 
and charity, and if he has been abused and 
putupon, his triumph will be all the greater 
inthe end. If he is unworthy to wear the 
garb of a minister the Church will benefit it- 


self by withdrawing him from a po- 
sition of conspicuity. The press of 
to-day may not be precisely what it 


ought to be. It certainly makes mis- 
takes and there is considerable room for im- 
provement in its management, but itis not 
one of the mistakes of the press that it prints 
and publishes the mistakes of other people— 
the clergy included. 


WE have received a modest little election- 
eering circular from Mr. W. E. CoLeman, 
who resides at present at Marshall, Saline 
county, Missouri. Mr. COLEMAN has an idea 
that he would like to hold the office of Super- 

of Public Instruction, and his 
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friends have urged and persuaded and teased 
and crowded him until he has finally con- 
cluded to submit his name to the Democratic 
State Convention, which is called to meet at 
Jefferson City on the 26th of July next. He 
says in his circular, now before us, that he 
has put in sixteen years of hard, active labor 
in the school-room as an instructor, having 
passed through every grade from the an- 
tiquated log school-house to the high- 
est type of normal school. He points with 
pride to the fact that he is a practical teacher 
and he says that bis good friends all 
think that the profession should be honored 
by placing a thoroughbred pedagogue at the 
head of the educational forces of our great 
and growing State. In concluding his proc- 
lamation Mr. COLEMAN says: **By my record, 
I am willing to stand; by my work, to be 
judged: and, believing that talent receives its 
due reward and merit ‘ts just compensation, 
I cheeifully submit my ciaims to the people, 
and the convention when assembled.” This 
simple faith and modest creed strikes us quite 
favorably. We are willing to concede that 
Mr. COLEMAN is a tip-top school teacher, but 
how about bis Democracy? The circular is 
silent on this important point. Has Mr. 
COLEMAN always voted the straight Demo- 
cratic ticket? Is he unterrified and does he 
keep a copy of the sacred Kentucky and Vir- 
ginia resolutions of 1798 pasted in the crown 
of his hat? Is he prepared, if elected Super- 
intendent of Instruction, to expound the doc- 
trine of local self-zovernment, hard trade and 
free money? Untii we are satisfied on these 
points we can not promise to extend our yal- 
uable aid to Mr. COLEMAN in his ambitious 
effort to raise himself, as it were, to the mast- 
head of our sovereign State. 
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‘THE labor troubles at Barcelona, in Spain, 
threaten to become actual rebellion, Al- 
ready conflicts have occurred between the 
troops and the insurgents, and, as in other 
parts of the civilized world, the eternal right 
of capital to dominate labor was vindicated 
by the bayonet. One cannot easily come to a 
proper estimation of the rank which Spain 
holds in the world. We are eur- 
prised, in spite of ourselves, to learn that 
they have labor troubles in Spain. Popular 
prejudice among English-speaking people 
declines to admit that tne Spaniards labor at 
all. We have constructed our ideal Castilian 
by an admixture of Don Quixote and Gil 
Blas, the Cid Campeador and the Inquisition, 
the ruins ofthe Alhambra and tie discovery 
of America, and further than that we have 
declined to go. Trades Unions in Spainisa 
state of things which civilized ignorance was 
not prepared for. And yet the Spain of 1882 
is a factor in Europe and America 
which cunnot be overlooked. She has 
a fine navy and a most excellent army. 
The experimental Republic having failed, 
she has gone back to a free mon- 
archy, with a lusus naturae in the shape 
of a progressive Bourbon on the throne. She 
isunited at home and respe:ted abroad. 
In aword, Spain is rapidly resuming her 
place among the sisterhood of nations. The 
time is past when she could be safely 
ignored in the Councils of the World. 
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THE St. Louis Seminary at Jennings sta- 
tion had its commencement services yester- 
day, and, according to reliable information 
received in St. Louis to-day, those who were 
not present missed arich treat. There was; only 
one sweet young lady graduate inthe grad- 
uating class, and things seemed to have 
focussed upon her, as it were. The Principal 
read an address to the graduate which he had 
prepared with much care, and which touched 
upon those points in the graduate’s future 
career to which he wished toinvite her atten- 
tion.

It 
is too much for one, however, and we hope 
that any other Seminary in this neighborhood 
which is preparing to graduate one young 
lady will provide eight or nine dummy grad- 
uates to take off the edge of the occasion and 
assist in dissipating the loneliness of it.

A KNIGHT OF THE GOOSE. 


His Tribulations in Search of Some

Priester, although of 
very diminutive proportions, is an ardent 
admirer of the fair sex and has been the butt 
of several practical jokes perpetrated by 
acquaintances, all of which Mr. Hilliard 
thought proper to publish. Some time since 
the littie tailor became madly in 
love with an Kast St. Louis gir, 


and was so successful as to have the day 
named and all preliminary arrangements for 
the wedding completed. The intended bride 
was plagued and worried by her companions 
about the marriage to such an extent that 
she finally refused to recognize her lover, 
much less enter into the bonds of matrimony. 

Mr. Hilliard published a humorous 
account of the discarded lover 
and gave a detailed account of the costly 
trousseau and suits of§clothes furnished 
friends to attend the weddiog. Priester 
swore deep and deadiy vengeance against the 
reporter, and inthe meantime bestowed his 
affections on a young lady living near Free- 
burg. His first visit was attended 
with dire results, tending to 
cast a damper over the affections of the aver- 
age young man, but being confident that 
Providence intended him to marry a rich and 
handsome heiress, he wasjlittle discomfited 
and renewed his suit. The young lady’s un- 
cle met Priester the night of his first visit, 
and not only refused him admittance but 
turned a savage dog loose, who endeavored 
to make a meal of Mr. Priester. but was only 
partially successful. The second visit re- 
suited inhis tosing his way, and, after wan- 
dering through swamps and woods till near 
morning, he returned to Beileville, where he

DALLAS, TEX., May 14, 1882.—To a person 
who has never visited Texas a four weeks’ 
railroad tour within her boundaries is an 
epoch in the hfe of the denizen of dusty 
cities anda season of instructive observa- 
tion. The matchless climate of Texas, the 
unrivaled productiveness of her soil, the 
number and variety of her resourcas, agri- 
cultural and mineral, aside from her vast ex- 
tent, are characteristics destined in time to 
make her one of the greatest commonwealths 
of this confederacy of States. Texas has 
974,000 square miles of territory, most ofit 
ajapted to the every-day uses of 
mankind. The sudden exvansion of 
ber railroad system has developed the 
State like magic. The number and names of 
these railroads are as confusing, to theun- 
initiated, as the languages of Babe]. Some of 
them are incorporated in the most powerful 
and progressive railway systems of the 
United States. Texas has now sbout 3,500

“miles of railway, with indetinite other thou- 


sands of miles under contract or in contem- 
plation. These vast corporations pay a direct 
revenue tothe State inthe way of taxation 
on buildings and grounds and rolling stock, 
besides enhancing {the value of private prop- 
erty toa great extent, for taxabie purposes. 
A large number of emigrants are brougkt 
within her limits every year to make homes 
for themselves, develop her industries, in-

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On May 10 John Hegney was arrested on a 
charge of complicity in the murder of Philip 
Mueller in the latter’s saloon, last August, on 
Grand and Kossuth avenues. John Hayes 
fired the fatal shot and was shortly after- 
wards arresied, and during the last term of 
the Criminal Court tried and con- 
victed and sentenced to be bangoad. 
A suspicion, which had been uttered bya 
woman, against Hegney was formulated into 
a charge in connection with the murder. Af- 
ter Hayes’ conviction, itis claimed by Heg- 
ney, a story was started bythe friends of 
Hayes and more particularly by a Mrs. Mol- 


lie Carr, as to Haves being 
incited through the influence of 
a bribe given him by Heguey 


to murder Mueller. The only thing having 
the slightest plausibility in connection with 
the alleged complicity of Hegney in the mur- 
der or that is urged asa motive on his part is 
the factthat he occupied premises opposite 
to Muelier, which were owned by the latter. 

t is said that Hesegney had been 
doing a very yoou business, 
beirg well liked by persons in the 
viernity,who patronized him in preference to 
any other sajoon or boarding house in that 
partoftown. Taking note of this fact,Muel- 
ler bought the house and then proceeded to 
oust Hegney from it ia order to have a clear 
field and no competition in trade. 

AT THE TIME OF THE MURDER 

this case was peuding in the 
Court of Appeals, and the death 
of course barred the proceedings only tem- 
porarily. The suit could certainly have been 
continued in the name of Muelier’s heirs just 
the same as thnough he himseif were alive.

The Ashbrook Pork-House Considerably 
burnt Last Evening.

the street and saw the flames bursting out 
through a second-story window, and he im- 
mediately turned on an alarm from Station 
88i, which is right against the east side oi 
the building. The department responded 
promptly, the Nines making the run in three 
minutes from Broadway and Brooklyn street. 
The Eights, Nineteens and Twelves thea fol- 
lowed, and four streams were soon pia\ing 
on the burning structure. The flames spread 
with such rapidity that they threatened te 
envelope the entire building, which occupies 
nesriv an entire block of eround, and a 
second alarm was (turned on at 2:30 o’clock, 
to which five more companies responded. 
The loss entailed is principally on the build- 
ing, and wiil vot atneunt to more than $5,000, 
which is covered by an insurance of .$20,000, 
The origin of the fire is shrouded in mystery, 
but the theory advanced is that it started in 
the rear of the pork-house office from sparks 
falling from a stove. The second story of the 
bnildiag, Which Was Vacant, Was almost con- 
sumed, and ‘he largest portion of the root 
was burned. On the first floor there were 
stored 300 barrels of grease, but the damage on 
these will not amount to more than $2,000, the 
first floor and cflice are a complete wreck, 
aid the secona floor entirelv burned out 
Ybe building is two stories high, constructed 
prfncipally of brick and stone,with a frontage 
of 400 feet on Broadway, 150 feet on Harrison 
street, and 150 feet deep. The building is 
about thirty years old,was erected for a pork- 
house, acd is valued at $25,000, and owned by 
Levi Ashbrook. Until recentiy it was used 
as a packing-house by Henry Amelung & Son, 
but at the time of the fire was only used as 4 
storave- house.
